The federal agents declined to 
discuss the seizure, but officials 
of the department of justice ad­ 
mitted they were investigating a 
report that plans were afoot for 
shipping arms to Ireland. 
A cording to the Hoboken police, 
the guns were seized by federal 
agents on the charge that their 
shipment was illegal because no 
permit had been

MR. WILSON SENDS INSPIRATION. 


That Woodrow Wilson 
still has 
keen interest in public affairs and that 
he continues to look to the democratic 
party as the instrument through which 
this country will eventually resume 
leadership for justice and right, at 
home and in the world at large, is 
shown by a letter—the first for pub­ 
licity given out since his retirement— 
sent to the editor of a new democratic 
newspaper that made it initial appear­ 
ance yesterday. 
The message of the great American 
reads as did those of old and carries 
all the old-time inspiration of its au­ 
thor. 
It is especially commended to 
the faint-hearted democrats who fail­ 
ed to stand the test in the unfair strug­ 
gle of 1920, and grew weakhearted in 
the crisis then confronting the nation. 
Democracy isn’t dead! It lives now 
jiust as it did through all the years of 
its submergence and while it waited 
and waxed in strength for the tasks 
confronting it during the eight years 
from 1913 to 1921. 
It is not dead! The people will again 
call it to service when most the coun­ 
try needs it. Of that be sure. Mr. Wil­ 
son breathes that hope in his letter 
which reads as follows: 
“I am glad to send a greeting to 
democrats who are making a united 
effort to promote the great principles 
and causes which 
our 
party repre­ 
sents.” 
“Every democrat may look forward 
both to ihe immediate future and the 
distant future with the utmost confi­ 
dence, because his party represents 
the things that are 
permanent and 
which no human force can defeat. It 
represents justice and the right both 
for the people at home and for the 
people of all nations of the world. It 
therefore stands with those who think 
justly and plan 
righteously 
every­ 
where in the world, and the future be­ 
longs to these. 
“Our immediate duty is to think in 
the most practical terms of achieve­ 
ment. Justice and the right constitute 
a great deal. We must make it our ob­ 
ject to develop a program that will re­ 
alize them for ourselves and for oth­ 
ers. 
“Who can fail to take inspiration 
from such a view of present tasks and 
future triumphs?” 


POINTING OUT THE OBVIOUS. 


Japan’s reply to this government’s 
“feelers” on 
disarmament 
must be 
rather discouraging to 
some of the 
people in Washington. It is brief and 
to the point and it reads as follow*: 
“The Japanese government, writh a 
view to the maintenance 
of 
world 
peace, earnestly desires that all coun­ 
tries come 
in 
conformity 
with the 
spirit of the league of nations, to a 
simultaneous reduction of their arm­ 
aments. 
However, as the councii of 
the league, following the stipulations 
of the covenant, is now assiduously 
studying plans 
of disarmament the 
Japanese government considers that it 
would not be opportune to execute the 
recommendations of the assembly be­ 
fore these plans are completed.” 
In other words, Japan points out 
to the United States that the wray to 
obtain reduction of armaments is 
through the League of Nations and 
that she, in common with the other 
leading nations, has already begun to 
move towards that end and that con­ 
siderable progress has meen made. 
Dispatches from Washington say 
that this Japanese response is precise­ 
ly what the sbyte department expect­ 
ed it 
would 
be.” 
The dispatch­ 
es add that “the department, will 
be 
surprised 
if 
the 
other 
Al­ 
lied nations not not make similar re­ 
sponses.” Whether or not they do, the 
reply of Japan foreshadows the fail­ 
ure of any effort which the United 
States may make to start a disarma­ 
ment movement independently of the 
League of Nations. 
How much more time are we going 
to waste trying to find 
some round­ 
about substitute for the League? It 
is a vain quest and by this time the 
men now at the head of the United 
States government know that it is vain.

eggplants a 'disappoint ing crop, as 
they have to plant so many plants 
to secure a reasonable crop. If an 
eggplant produces three 
or

good sized “eggs” in a season, ii is 
about all that can be expected of it, 
but olten with the average garde­ 
ner it does not do even that well. 
A rival oi the eggplant will 
be 
found in the 
vegetable marrows 
when they become better known.

Spots of gold that only a fort­ 
night ago blended with the lighter. 
e\ en yid lowish, shades of green 
in scattered wheat Ileitis of south­ 
west Oklahoma, have spreal fan­ 
like to the nofth and West until 
now the wheat brit of the state, 
located in the central, northern 
and northwestern sections, 
is 
a 
huge mantle of billowy fields. The 
blue denim of the harvester adds 
contrast hero and There over the 
fields while the rhythmic whirr of 
the binder and header fills the air 
from dawn until dusk. 
Wheat and oats that were cut 
nearly a fortnight ago in the ex­ 
treme 
southwest 
portion 
have 
been 
threshed 
and 
slowly 
the 
threshing 
outfits 
are 
creeping 
northward and westward in I he 
wake of the falling grain. 
Anoth­ 
er ten days or two weeks and the 
harvest wave will have 
crossed 
the state line into Kansas, from 
whence it will push, always north­ 
ward, into Nebraska and the Da­ 
kotas. 
With a plentiful supply of labor,
